SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE. 


* 


THERE is now in progress at Washing- 


ton a conference which, ought to have a 
stimulating effect on trade relations between 
the United States and the score of nations 
which lie between its southern boundary 
and Cape Horn. It is attended by delegates 
from the twenty Latin-American republics 
and from a large number of the chief cities 
of this country, and will remain in session 
for the remainder of the week. The sub.- 
jects under consideration concern the vari- 
ous ways of promoting international trade, 
and the probable result will be the recom-. 
mendation to Congress of reciprocal ar- 
rangements between the United States and 
the Latin-American republics similar to the 
one with Canada now under discussion. 


In the present era of enlightened com- 


mercial policies and methods it is hard to 
understand how the United States could 
so long have neglected the rich' and grow- 
ing markets in this hemisphere. And \et 
for more than a century almost nothing 
was done to cultivate the good feeling 
which is a prime requisite to the celling of 
goods. We were content to catalogue all 
peoples living soutli of the Rio Grande as 
semi-barbarians and let it go at that. 
If 


they wanted to buy anything of us we gra- 
ciously accepted their orders but made no 
effort to broaden the market. 


Meanwhile, various European nations, 


especially England and Germany, 'saw a 
chance to invade 4 territory which in a 
commercial sense properly belonged to Un- 
cle Sara, and byjhe intelligent application 
of modern .methods succeeded in making it 
their own. They established steamship 
lines and adequate banking facilities and 
then sent out salesmen who could speak 
Spanish. In the face of this sort of com- 
petition it was not long until the Ameri- 
cans were almost driven out of the market. 


But in the last decade,

Yankee exporters have 


awakened to a sense of the importance of 
this neglected market. 
The Bureau of 


American Republics at Washington has 
brought the representative men of the Lat- 
in-American countries into closer touch 
with our own people, and there is alread} 
perceptible a decided improvement in 
trade conditions. 


Now that the Panama Canal is so near 


completion preparations to take advantage 
of its facilities are timely. Congress is dis- 
cussing" plans for its fortification, and prep- 
arations are under way for a great world"s 
fair to celebrate its opening. But most im- 
portant of all is the task of getting our rela- 
tions with the Latin-American republics into 
Mich shape that when the Canal is ready for 
business the business will be ready for.the 
Canal. The conference at Washington this 
week is a means to this end and abundantly 
justifies the interest shown in it.

these citizens, especially the feminine ele- 
ment, that the laws against smuggling are 
not a huge joke but have been framed with 
a very real purpose and must be enforced 
as rigidly as those against stealing, perjury, 
and other crimes. 


Not only has it been found thai \v omen 


are worse than men in this 'matter, but the 
worst culprits ate generally those wdmen 
who are well able to pay the legitimate 
price in our own markers for what they try 
to smuggle in, and the articles ar« generally 
luxuries which can be foregone without 
hardship. In the majority of cases selfish 
extravagance and a lack of right principle 
prompt these-people to defraud the Gov- 
ernment of the country from whence their 
prosperity is derived. And if gentler means 
prove unavailing, it would seem right and 
proper to resort to punishment by imprisqn- 
ment. With an opportunity for undisturbed 
meditation perhaps those j^vho are caught 
may be aroused to a realization of the er- 
ror of their ways, and others who would 
attempt violation of the law, scared into-a 
more honest frame of mind.

KuKcne B. Kisk. M. D., of New York city, says 


with reference to the effect of alcohol: "The power 
of associating lde«3 la Impaired after even slight 
alcoholic Indulgence, find with Increased indulgence, 
one after another of the higher brain venters. Is put 
temporarily oyt of commlaslop. Jn so-called mod- 
erate quantities, it reduces the muscular and mental 
efficiency.
